Coleman, Alterta,is the only town 
in Western Canada, ontside of British 
Cr where coke is produced, 
Ho , it fs close enough to the in- 


terprovincial boundary, only some ten 
thiles distant, to render its interests 


coke towns along the Crow's Nest Pass 
line in‘this province, The mines and 
coke ovens at present in operation at 
Coleman are the property of the Inter- 
national Coal & Coke company, but 
% new company, the McGillivray 
Oreek Coal & Coke coinpany has start- 
ed development and hopes to be ina 
position to enter the market within a 
comparatively short time, Much of 
the coal now ‘produced in Coleman is 
used by the ©, P, R. for steaming pur- 
poses, while a large portion of the coke 
is used to supply the smelters of this 
country. 

Coleman is one of the most up-to- 
date towns along the Crow, Its citi- 
zens are progressive and altogether 
the place gives the traveller the idea 
that it is very much alive. One thing 
that strikes a visitor particularly is 
the optimism regarding the town's 
‘future that ‘ite residents possess. 
They are looking forward to seeing 
Coleman a city of no mean propor- 
tions, and in this they point out that 
they are justified by the prog 
made since the town was located five 
years ago, since when the population 
has steadily grown until it is now 
placed at 1,500, 

The growth of Coleman up to che 
present time if coincident with that 
of the International Coal & Ooke 
company. Early in 1908 this company 
secured possession of the coal lands 
which it has since developed with 
such marked: success, On October 22 
of the same year the company put the 
townsite on the market and by Christ- 
mas the first permanent building, the 
Coleman hotel, was ready for occu- 
pancy. The company pushed devel- 
opment work with all speed and about 
January .1, 1005, .E. E. Reynolds 
arrived from Pennsylvania to become 
mine superintendent. Previous to 
this a fan and other plant had been in- 
stalled in the mine and since that time 
opérations have been carried on with- 
out a break. While the mine was 
being developed the company also had 
men at work building coke ovens, and 
when the former was opened, 100 of 
the latter were ready for operation, 
Within six months the output of the 
‘mine had increased to 500 tons per day 
ayd by January 1, 1906, 1,000 tons per 
day & a single shift. At the present 
time the company has 216 coke ovens 
in. operation, the output ‘from them 


being from 12,000 to, 15, tons 
month, while the Saint oar es ng 
produced each day is about 2,000 tons. 
The company has 600 men regularly 


coke ovens and its monthly pay roll 


. While the company was develop- 
ing and extending its property, the 
town. was going ahead even re 
rapidly and is now the cobchiaiiind 
business centre for miles in either dir- 
ection. The town is governed by a 
progressive improvement board, the 
menibers of which last year were: 
Alex. Cameron, chairman, F. G, 
Graham, Ed. Holmes and O. W, 
Benedict, secretary. Onder this 
board, streets have been fixed up, 
sidewalks built, the latter on the local 
improvement plan, and much other 
useful work accomplished, A live 
board of trad: léoks after the advance- 
ment.of Coleman's business interests. 
The town is supplied with water 
from a system installed by the Inter- 
national Coal & Coke company, which 
also supplies light for the streets and 
also for commercial purposes, Among 
the other modern improvements of 
whieh the town boasts is a good tele- 
phone service with long distance con- 
nection. An up-to-date school was 
erected a little over a year ago and.all 
the leading denominations are repre- 
sented in the matter of churches,
